Arre and fire hauc fuch re- 
ſemblance together , rhat 
when asthe one of the mec- 
p teth witha marter that isof 
mA it (elfe fir & readicto burne, 

= it {laketh not to ſct ir ona 
flame; and contrariwiſc if it 
| cometotheſtubbe of a tree 
that is moiſt and carthic, ir maketh it moulder to 
aſhes before that any ſparkle can be feene: likewiſe 
whenthe other (namely warre) once cnflameth a 
valorous mynde,it maketha mi take great paines, 
and aducnture ypon many perils,neucr ſtaying yn- 
till he make his valour knowne:but warre maketh 
a coward more cowardly mynded; and the nearer 
thatbe is to danger, the lefle force and valour is in 
himto he)pe himſclfe. Prootes wherot daily hauc 
B been 
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been ſcene in the dealings betwixtthe king 8 his 
enemies, ſo as there hath not eſcaped aday fince his 
comming tothe Crowne , buttriall hereof hath 
been made. But among al cxiples, that of this hap- 
pic victory which irpleaſed GOD togiuehim o-" 
ucr them in the battaile which was neare 7 urie 
onthe fourtcenth day of this moneth , excecdeth 
the relidue,and is ſo famous and memorable, that 
it is well worthieto be ſer forth in writing, & that 
this writing be confirmed with good teſtimonies. 
For otherwiſe the truer that the thiog ſhall be, the 
lefle credit will be giuen thereto. 

W hileſt chatthe king by fieges and aſſaults re- 
couered in lefle then a moneth cight or ten of the 
beſt rowns of baſe Normandie, the Duke of Mayne 
threatened and boaſted daily , that hee necded nor 
comethether with his Armic,and make him rayſc 
his ſiege, for he would mcete himſclte atthe rown 
of Honfleur,which is a haucn towne by the ſea: bur 
he ncuer went about any ſuch matter. His Maie- 
ſtie on the contrarie part neuer threatened , but ha- 
ning recouered the ſaid towne of Horley , came 
to make him raiſc his ſiege. He had then, abourfit- 
reene dayes before, therowne and fort of Meulan, 
being diſtant from the ſaid Honfleuy about three- 
{core myles:and there having oftered him barttaile, 
which he had great reaſon to accept(for his forces 
were as great as any that the kirg could then hauc; 
yer the ſaid Duke of Mayne,not reſpeCting this his 
aduantage, which was ſufficient to haue encoura- 
ged him, would not at thattyme ioyne battaut;but 
ynder- 
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ynderſtanding that fifteen hundred Launciers, and 
foure or fiuc hiidred any 5 oe on horſeback, 
that were ſcnt him outof the Low Coiitries,were 
now entred into France,he went to muſter them. 

And while the kings Maiethe reſolued himſelf 
to take the firlt opportunity offered him to beſiege 
the towne of Dreux, whereas were alſembled my 
maiſtersthe Prior and Marſhal of .Aumonc, and the 
Lord of Giury,who —_ him good companies 
of ſouldiours, A little bctore hee came tothe ſaid 
fiege, cucn as hee was giuingthe onſet , word was 
brought him,that the Duke de Mayne hauing ioy- 
ned with him his ſaid forces of ſirangers, whoſe 
leader and Generall was the Conte Egmond,had gi- 
uen out ſpeaches that he would go and encounter 
forthwith with the kings Army,promiſiog and af- 
ſuring his parrakers, that hee would bid the king 
battaile whereſocuer he could mcere him. And in 
deede his Maicſtic vnderſtood that he was turning 
towarde the Riucr of Sezne , ſoto paſſe ouer the 
Bridge of the town of Mante,which held on thei 
fide, being from Dreux bur ſcuentcen or cightcen 
myles. 

Hercupon his Maicſtic, albeithee conſidered, 
thatasfor the Duke of Mayne , whoſe forces were 
but borrowed , he had no other way butto go for- 
watd now ſpccdily,& to aduenture now or neuer; 
and as for him, ſtaying for atime might bring him 
aduantage; that he had forces of ſtrangers in Cham- 
pagne commung to meete him , that would bee as 
goodas thole of Flandersthat the enemy had got- 
MN B 2 ten: 
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ten: that the hazard'of watre was dangerous, eſpe- 
cially in thofe quarters wherc he was ſo ond 
ſuccour,and cofidertngthar thoſe which offer the 
iniurie arecommonlie more deſperate in affan}res 
then they that withſtandtheiniurie :notwirhſtan- 
ding all this hee had other reaſons mouing him 
which were more forcibleand ſubſtantiallwhere- 
ofthe moſt certaine(as T thinke)wastheſure confi- 
dencethat he repoſed in the 'poodncs of God , ana 
cquitic of his'caufe, hoping alſo well;by:menties of 
the knowledgetharhee had ofthofe wichwhom 
the had to deale, (they of Frquesantother'plares, 
who hadalwayeskepttheir poſlefsions, being for 
his fake now driuen to flic and ſufferwrong, who 
he'refolued :nortomake looſetheir labour.) And 
being now cettainlie informed that the-faid Duke 
of: Mayneand his Attnic , was whiollic paſſed and 
comic totherowne of Danmiltin., which:wasbut 

"foute mylesbeforc; his Maieſtic deparredfrombe- 

fore Dreux on Monday being the'twelfthday and 
begatito make his Armie march thence in bartaile 
ray, in ſuch ſott'as thoſe of the rowne- were well 
pon ro ſcethem thus marching away as they 

vod onthe walles. 

The fame'daycamehis Maieſticandtodyed in 
the towne:of Nontnconrr , which townehee had 
wonalictle before . This hedid'becaufohe woutd 
ear off the paſſage 6f a little River that'rumnech 
thereby . As ſooneas he was come therher,hecau- 
ſed warning to begiuen that on thenexrmorning 
cuery bodicſhould be in a rcadynes; that 'cucning 
and 


obteined by the French King. 
and night his Maieſtic deuiſed and ſer jn order the 
manecrandploc of his battaile , which 4a the-mor- 
ning he declared co. Mofitur Montpenſrer roy Toxds 
the af Bironand of Aumpnt , Baron Biron 
Lord Marſhall ofthe field,and other the principall 
Capraines of the ſaid Armie, who all with one 
voiccallowed _— and —_— fuch 
indgementand mulitarie witedome,asthey would 
change nothing ahexeot.. He then gaye in charge 
tothe ſaid Lord Biren for to (erguery man in his 
place andorder . He choſe the ſaid morning the 
Lord of #ich,, whois enc of the auncient maiſters 
ofthefickd forthefaoterwentn France, Sexgeant af 
the battaile. Which choiſe was:ltked god: comme- 
ded.ofall men, for becaufe-he wasaman well wor- 
thicofthatcharge. | 

This hcing done,,his Maieftte-was-willing to 
begin this greatworkewithanholy.prayer,which 
he made opely.yntoGod;ealling-htmuhbereto wit- 
nefſe that heknew tac-purpoſcafhis hearr,8 well 
vnderitood-whether u were-far:defire of bloud, 
longing forreuenge gorany defire-atgloricoram- 
bition which: made_him reſolute to this battatle; 
that he was his judge:and witnes yntepraucable, 
thatnothing moued him hereto but the reder louc 
thathe did beare to his paore people , whole pea- 
ccable & quietgoodeſtatc he clteemerth morethi 
the ſafetie of his owne life : he beſought God, ſo 
to direCt his: will as hee ſhould beſt ſecto be good 
torthe benefit of Chriſtendome : and as for bim- 


ſelte, he prayed Gad {oo ſauc and helpe himas he 
| B 3 ſhould 
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ſhould know to be good 8& profitable tothe weale 
andquier of thateſtate , and not otherwiſe: This 
Prayer,cloquent in wordes, butmore paſsing pure 
and deuoute in meaning;did fo raviſh allthoſethar 
were nigh,that eucry mau after his example did 
thelike. 220%, 1. | 
Then was ſeen in Nonencourt the Churches full 
of Princes, Lords,Gentlemen and (ouldiours of all 
nations, hearing Maſle, communicating,and play- 
ing the Catholikes. Thoſe of the Religion made 
cheir humble prayers and ſupplications vnto God. 
This being done,a man would hauc iudged by 
cheir countenancesthateuery qne had receiued an 
aſſurcd reuclation from his ſcucrall good angell, of 
the happic ſucceſſe thar cuery cach of them ſhould 
obtcine. His Maieſtie then cauſcd a ſunamons of 
o_ to be made ymtothe rowne of 8. Andrew, 
cing trom Nonencourt aforeſaid _ myles, in 
the way going to 7 urie, where he ſuppoſed that 
the enemy and his Armic was lodged . Aboutthe 
ſaid townevpona great plaine ſtanding intheſight 
of cerraine othervillages , and of alittle wood cal- 
led La Haye despres ,all the ſayd companies came: 
his Maieſtic with the Marſhals Bironand .Aumont 
and the foreſaid Lord Baron Biron Marſhall of the 
field , began to ſet the battaule in order , following 
the plotthatthey had agreed vpon before; tac ma- 
ner whereof was thus. 
His Maieſtie who had trycd inother battailes 
and skirmiſhes before,that it is more aduantage for 
to make the horſemen fight in ſquadrons then in 
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ryngs,eſpecially histhat haue ao Lannces,deuided 
all his ſatd horſemen into ſeuen Regiments,ranged 
in o many ſquadrons, andall his fooremen to the 
flankes of the (aid ſquadrons , cuery one of which 
had a companiec of tozlotne footemen ,, The front. 
of the (aid Armie wasas it were'inarighslyne, yer. 
making a little difference atthe two ends,/Thetirit: 
ſquadron on the left fide, was that of Monlieurthe 
Marſhall of .Aumor,which might be of ſome three 
hundred good. horſemen, hauingon his two ſides, 
rwelue Regiments of French fooremen. The ſecgd, 
was that of Monſievr Monepenſier, which alſo was: 
of three hundred horſes; and had on his left ſide, 
foure or fiuc hundred Lanſqueners; onthe right 
fide a Regiment of Switzers,, cucry one of the faid 
ſtrange forces being lyned with French-footemen., 
A little before the faid ſquadrons was thatot the 
hght horſemen in two companies, the one-where- 
in was Monſieur the great Prior Colonel thercof, 
and in the other the Lordof Giurie Marthall of the 
fickd of the aid-light horſemen,which was able to 
make foure hnadred'good horſes; aliule moretg. 
ward theleft hand was the Artilleric., which was 
4.Cangs & 2.Culucrins. The fourth ſ{quadro was 
that of the ſaid Lord Baron of Biron, which might 
be of 250. horſes : andin the ſame. ranke or order 
aliule on the left hand, roward Monlicur Mont- 

penſer was a companie ot light horſemen. The fift 
ilquadron,was the kings, which made fiue rankes, 
in cucrie one of which was ſix ſcore good horſe: 

he had on the letefide two Regiments gf Switzers 
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of the-Cantons of Glaris and of Gri/ons, and on his 
ripht {idea great battaillon'of two other Regimers 
of Switzers;the one ot the Canton'of Soleurre, and 
the other of the Colonell Balthaſar : which was in 
che whole of cighteen enſignes: cuery of the ſaid 
battailloys haning his wings, to wit, ontherighc 
hatid theRegiment ofthe gardes of Brigzcuv;, on 
the left wing thoſe of Vigmls and of 8. Tohn. Then 
was the companie of the Marſhall of Birex , which 
was of two hundred and fiftie good horſe, hauing 
with him ewo Regiments of French footemen. 
Then were the Reilters which had ioyned with 
them French footemen, like as other copanics had. 
Things being thus ſerin order, the king and my 
faid Lordes the Marſhall and Baron Biron ſoplycd 
the matter;rhat in lefſe chan an houre all was fo or- 
dered anddifpoſed,as none could haue more lyuc- 
he ponttrayed the ſame, & while his Maicſtic had 
thus et in order his battaile , came the Prince of 
. Centie, with his horſemen 8 ſome footmen. There 
came alfo the Lord of Guiche , great Maiſter of the 
ordinance, andthe Lord of Pleſiis Mornay,to who, 
vpon deliberation had, was graunted a place in his 
Maiefties ſquadron. | 
Inthe mcane while, were ſentlight horſemen 
for (pyes orrtheleft {ideof the battaile , ſuppoſing 
thattheenemy lay at 7 wrie, which is 2great towne 
having a Bridge oner the River Dure,thinking 
there topo and ſer ypon them : but they had-not 
paſſed halfea myle, before they perceined and yn- 
derſtood , that the enemy was more ware of the 
i mat- 
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matter thanthey thought, and waspafſedthe river 
Dure, and that he began'to ſhewe-himſclte 3n bar- 
icll ray'. Burthis his ſpeed in paſsiog rhe river was 
not, tor that he thought to haue foundthe Kinges 
army {o neare. And contrariwiſe,the King hearing 
oftheirgoing to Vernenill, thought to-have ment 
them there, and ſo wear thither ,, whither indeede 
the encmy bad ſenchis harbengers for tortake vp 
lodgings, eucn neare the place where his Maicſtics 
arwy lay. oy ; 2h33011 ' 

As ſoone'as theſe; newts of: theenemiesſhews+ 
ing himſclfc inchefielde came , there was fecne 
great ioy throughout thewhole army,and his Ma+ 
icſtic then cauſed his compantesto march ona lit- 
tle from the place where he was, and hadnot gone 
farre, but that he cſpicd, not-farre off -and berween 
both the armiesrhere wasa village holden by the 
enemy, which the King made ſtraight way yeclde 
ynto him . His Maicſtic hauing thus giuencthem 
occaſion to offer him bartell , yet the cnemics did 
not ſtirre. | 

The King nowe ſeeing, that it grew to belate 
and nearethe ſunne ſetting, and hauing not yerde« 
{crycd the maner of their lodging their campe, ga- 
thered notwithſtanding by ſome likelihoods, that 
they lay now at ſome aduantage, wherevpon hee 
was aduiſcd not to march then any further with 
his army, bur ſtayed there , ſending skoutes for to 
deſcry the enemy, and to make continuall skirmi- 
ſhes withthem : But the valour and reſolution of 
thoſc onthe Kings fide, & thoſe of the enemy,was 
| Cl vnlike, 
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vnlike;fot twelue of the Kings men were too-hard 
for foure and twentie of thecnemy . There were 
prifonerstaken, who reported, thatthe number of 
their ſouldiours was greater than they wereaware 
ot; and thatthey were giucnto ynderſtande,howe 
thatthofe/onthe:Kings ſide were come thithes ra- 
ther for afaſhion than minding to. bid battell, (.: ;. 

' Irichemeane while came companies from rhe 
garriſons of Neepe,and from. Arch, & other. com- 
panies of lords and gentlemen from Normandie, to 
theovalue:of two hundred: god horſe. and;more, 
which were placcd; fome intheregiment ok Mon- 
ſicut Montpenſwerzand ſome of them ynder the king, 
and ſome with Seigneur Biron. 

The:two armies lay all a whole day thus in 
fight the one of rhe other ;-not medling the one 
with the other; except it-were ſome odde skitmi- 
ſhes,andrhetaking of the village aforeſaide. In the 
cndnight drewe on, andthey were conſtrained to 
take yp their lodgings. The King himſelfc was 
lodged at Foncrainuille , which is alittle yillage 00 
the left hand of the phaine aforcſaid, wheteas the ar- 
my of the King was firſt ſetin battell ray. The teſt- 
due of the armic was lodged in other Villages, 
whichthoſe of the league had thoughtto bms fo: 
priſed the fame day . The King as he was the firſt 
inthe morning that offered barrel, ſo he he was the 
laſt that wasat cuening inthe field, and woulde not 
depart thence before that he ſaw the manner of the 
enemies lodging, & had ſetal his watches in order, 

His Maicſtic being inthe ende cometo hislod- 
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ging, which waszwwo houtes within myght,and ha- 
uing a ligle refreſhed himfelfe, ſent worde ynto his 
men,that cuery one of them ſhould be ina readines 
againſt the morning : and hee was ſtirring inthe 
moraiog very carly himſelfe : for when he had ly- 
ca but two houres ypon apallet , he preſently {cnc 
ro enquire news of the enemy. And firſt word was 
broughthim , that the enemy ſcemed to be pafled 
the river, becauſe that in the place wherethe army 
lay,were fires, and no body could be diſcerned. He 
ſentthe ſecond time, and then worde was brought 
him, that yndoubtedly rhe enemy was not paſſed 
the riucr,but they were lodged in the villages that 
lieaboutthe riucr Eure behindthe ſaid place where 
their army was ſuppoſed to haue bin. And morco- 
uer it was reported,that they were not like now to 
paſſe theriuer ; forif they woulde hane doane it, 
they would haue paſſed inthe night time. Theſe 
newes cheared his Maicſtic, who did not Qmit this 
occaſion offered. He began this day as he did the 0- 
ther afore , with a molt deuourt prayer vnto God, 
and that before his men, for he liueth among men, 
as thinking that hee is continvally ſcene and heard 
of God. 

Day light being come, the Princes and my ſaid 
Lords the Marjhals came to his Maicſtic & ſet their 
mcn ia battell ray the beſt that they could deuiſe. 
Then his Maieſtic went to breakfaſt:the ſaid Prin- 
ces, Marſhals and other Lords hauing heard Maſle 
and done their deuotions, went to refreſh them- 
{clues . And albeit this vight had beene rrouble- 
| C 2 {ome 
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ſometo the moſt, forthatthey were driuen to lye 
inthe ficlde.Yertheyhearing certaine newes, that 
the ſame day they ſhoulde joyne bartell, did fo re- 
joyce,asthe ioytull thinking on that day did drive 
away all the remembrance of the painsand trouble 
that they had taken the ſame night and the day be- 
fore. About nine of rheclocke, the King came in- 
ro the field ,/anda little before were all the compa- 
nies in order , ypon warning giuen by two Canon 
ſhor that were diſcharged at eight of the clocke: 
and cuery manat his comming knewe his place, ſo 
as by ten of the clocke in the torenoneall the army 
was in order. 

.. The hoſteoftheenemies was atthe ſametyme 
rayſed and remoouedalictle further off than it was 
the day before . Theorder and manner of ſettiny 
the barrell was like that of his Maicſtic ſauing the 
winges which were a little more outward than 
thoſ: ofthe King : But as the cornet ot his Maieſty 
was inthe middelt of his ſquadrons, ſo was that of 
the Duke of Maine, but his corner was in the mid- 
deſt of two ſquadrons of lances of thoſe that were 
comeour of Flaunders, which might be of ſome 
twcelue or thirteene hundred horſe . The ſaid cor- 
nct of the foreſaid duke of Maine might be of two 
hundred and fifric horſe, and as many of the Duke 
of Nemours,which came to ioine with him:which 
made athird ſquadron in the middle of the other 
rwo ſquadrons of lances , and the whole might be 
cightecnce hundred horſes which marched ft1ll co- 
gcther. And hcreypon the Duke of Nemeurs and 
| | knight 
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knight of Fumale thought themſcluecs verie ſure 
inthis great ſquadron, the one of them being colo- 
ncll of the light horſemen , the other of the foote- 
men . On the fides of the ſaid ſquadron were their 
two regimentes of Switzers being alſolined wyth 
French fooremen. Then were there two other 
ſquadrons of Lances : onthe right hand were light 
horſemen, ſome French, ſome Albannys, and ſome 
Italians:onthe left fide were 1Yallons and Spaniards: 
inthe middle berweene both were footmen aſwell 
French as lanfquenets . The two wings were two 
great companies of Reiſters , which might beon 
the right wing ſcauen hundred horſe, and on the 
left fiue hundred . They had but two Culucrines, 
and two baſtard Culuerines , which lay on their 
lete wing. 

The King vnderſtanding, thatthe enemy was 
wilfully bentand wouldenor come forward, was 
relſolute,and went toward them : and hauing mar- 
ched about a hundred and fifrie paces, got by thar 
meane aduantage both of ſunnc and winde(which 
elſe would haue nota little troubled his men,andis 
agreat aduantage in warre)Drawing neare,he and 
his captaines perceiuedthat his enemies were moe 
ionumber than they thought*: for they were 1ud- 
ged to be fourc thouſand horſe, and ten or twelue 
thouſand footemen: yertthus did but increaſctheir 
courage the more. 

Thearmy of thoſe of the Icague was the more 
charged with golde and filuer oo of the King ra- 


ther wita yron and ſtecle : and there could not bea 
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moreterrible ſfightthan to ſee a two thouſand gen- 
tlemen'in compleate armour from topto thetoe, 
burning in afteftion vpon ſo good an occaſion as 
this, to doe their King and countric good ſeruice, 
& by this meane to ſeeke the conſervation of their 
goods and houſes, which they ſawe then like to be 
made apray for ſtrangers. 

This their reſolution, as it prooued, was better 
than twice ſo much force : for it isnotthe number 
that maketh the matter. His Maicſtic being in the 
forefront of his {quadron(the foreranke of which 
was of Princes, Earles, and Knightes of the Holic 
Ghoſt, and otherprincipall i and Gentlemen 
of the chicte houſes in France)began againe to pray 
vnto God, and exhorted cuery one to doe the like, 
as indeede they did with fo feruent a zcale as picr- 
ced into heauen . The King then went from his 
ſquadron, and walked vpand downe his army,cn- 
couraging cuery one with great modeſtie,ſhewing 
himſclfe reſolute and yndoubted of the viQtoric. 
Hee was no ſooner come to hisplaceagaine, but 
Monficur Marriuault was come thither , wha did 
bring newes, that certaine companies of Picardie, 
which were ynder the leading of Monſicur de Hu- 
miers,Monficur de Moiiy,and other Lordsand gen- 
tlemen ( which might bec of ſome two hundreth 
horſe) were withintwo miles of them . Herevp- 
on, as if he had beendireQted by the Spirit of God, 
who ſhould ſet him downe his houre when to bc- 
gin,he would not drine offa iot, but ſent comman- 
dementto the Lord of Guich , to cauſe him i 
whic 
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which hedid ſtraight wayes, and chat with ſuch 
aduantage, as the enemics receiuedrthereby, great 
hurt; forthere were diſcharged onthe Kings ide, 
nine canon ſhot beforerhat the other could begin. 

Afterthree or foure volccs of ſhot paſſed on the 
one fideand the orher,the ſquadronot their ancient 
light horſemen,as well French, and Jtalians, as Al- 
banoys,which might be of ſomefine ot ſix hundred 
horſe, came to giue chargeto Monſieur the Mar- 
ſhall of Lumone, carrying with them the Lanſque- 
nets which were ontheir ſides. Burrhe (aid Lord 
Marſhall willingto begiathe combat, ſetypon the 
enemy ſo hardly,as that he madethem ſcatter, ſo as 
withina while a man coulde ſcenothing but heir 
backes and horſe cailes, chaſing them to a little 
wood onthe backe fide ;: whereas the ſaide Lorde 
Marſhall ſtayed attending the kings comming,like 
as he hadin charge . During this chaſe came the 
company of the Reiſters on the right hand , inten- 
ding to haue cometoward the Artillerie, but they 
found there lighthorſemen ready , which made 
them ſoone retire. Then came another ſquadron 
of launces of #allons and Flemings, ſeeing the ſaide 
light horſe of the Kings alittle off, by means of the 
combat berweene them andthe company of Rei- 
ſters,mcaningto hauec giuen them another _— 
but the foreſaid Lord Baron Biron ſhewed himſelf 
in fielde,and though hee could not meete with the 
forefront of the enemies bartel, yer he ſo ſet on the 
reregarde,as that he ſhrewdly troubled them; and 


was there hurt himſelfc both in the arme and face. 
My 
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My forcſaid Lord Montpenſer (ſeeing ſo.great an 
armie becing of ſcaucn hundred SSaith Lorin 
ccs,and about foure hundred Carbines, Harquebu- 
zicrs on horſebacke, hauing curcts and murrions, 
vnder three great ſtandarts that were vnder the go- 
uernment of Conte Eemond, ſer forward marching 
toward them, and gaue them ſucha charge, asthat 
albcit he at thefirſt was vnhorſed, yet he quicklie 
vP againe, and behaued himſelte ſo as that he 
rake their ray, and abode maſter of the ficld. Ar 
the ſame time the great ſquadron of theDukeof 
Mayne (which notwichſtanding was pot ſo grear, 
as that it could with any aduantage encounter with 
the kings {quadron)came marching to the barraile, 
hauing onthe left wing foure hundred Harquebu- 
zicrs on horſeback, which they call Carbines,who 
pau ayolccof ſhota fine 8& twentic paces of from 
is Maicſties ſquadron, This volee of ſhot being 
ended,the head ofthe ſaid great ſquadron gaue bat- 
taile to the Kings ſquadron; in which the King 
behancd himſclte ſo valiantly,that whereas before 
in other matters he ſeemed to hauc plaicd the part 
ofa great Kingand Capraine, in commanding and 
ordering of things, he1n this fight ſeemed to play 
the part ofaluſtic brauc ſoldier. This was agreat 
and furious afſault,and yer the great terrible forreſt 
of their Launces could not breake his Maieſtics 
ray; and-on the contrariwiſc, that of the cnemic 
was by him ſcattered and followed vpon with vi- 
Qorie : but for a quarter of an houre there was 


hard fightiog on both ſides. . 
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In aſhort ſpace this great companie of theene- 
fnies began ſo to weakenand to ſtatter,thar whicr- 
as before they ſo luſtilic ſhewed their faces inrhe 
battaile,they now began to turne the backe and ar- 
medas they were, began to ſhewe their heeles. 

This beginning of viRtorie could not yer well 
like the Kings armie,becaulc thatthey had loſt the 
ſight of the King; but withina while they efpied 
him.comming all berayed with the bloud of his c- 
nemics,and(God bee thanked)not hauing loſt one 
drop of his owne bloud, and yet he wasa marked 
man: for he had in his headpeece a great whites 
bunch of fearhers,and another ſticking in his horſe 
forchead : which gaueaterrour to the enemic,and 
made his friends grearhe to reioyce, ſeeing him 
thus to eſcape from the skirmiſh.But he was fo be- 
ſer, thatas he was retiring to his companie, hauing 
with him not paſt twclucor fifteene men, he was 
{ct ypon by two batraillons of Switzers enemies, 
three companies of VWallons, and certcine other 
who did weare red crofles; whom his Maicſtic 
did ſo couragioullic ſet ypon, that he tooke away 
their Cornets, and killed there thoſe that carried 
and garded them. VV hen the King was thus cone 
againe to his place, there was throughout the Ar- 
mie (as it were in token of thankes giuing vnto 
Cod for his ſafe returne) a generall cric; God ſaue- 
the King. 

Being come, there came and ioyned with him 
the forelaid Lord Marſball of Aumonr,with a great 
companicthat he had gotten together, and among 
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other came the Lord great Prior aforeſaid: with 
his men. Ar the ſame time alſo came Baron Biron, 
whomthe King going to meete, found with his 
companic whote & well, whereat the encmic was 
nota little diſcouraged, knowing well that this old 
Generall,who had beenat the beginning of manic 
a battell in his life timc,could good skillroend and 
breake this that wasalreadie ſo ſore ſhaken. 

The King was well apaicd to ſeethe field thus 
couered with the dead bodies of the enemies, and 
thatnone were leftrhen in order but the Switzers, 
who had alſo loſt their horſemen both on their 
rightand left wings, and yet they ſtill ſet a 'good 
countenance on! the matter. He was once minded 
to haue fent:French foormen-to have broken their 
ray on the right wing,'which- yet had not fought; 
but remembring che old friendſhipand league that 
had beenbetwixt thoſe of this nation alwaics and 
the Crowneof France, was contented, and hauing 
ſent Marſhall Biron backe againe his men, oftered 
them grace, andin ſtead ot death which he might 
haue offered, heſentthem life, which they recenied 
in great mercic. Then hauing laied downe their 
armes, they paſſed by his Maicſtic: and the French 
that yeelded, found the like mercie. 

At the ſame inſtant when as he had ioyned with 
the ſaid Lord Marſhall of Biren, there met him the 
companies aforeſaid out of Picardie. Then like as 
firſt he had plaicd the parcot a good Captaine and 
ſoldier, ſo he would now ſhewe himſelfe a righr 
Generall of an Armie, in purſuinga mainethe vic- 
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orice. Therefore he ſetting forward the ſaid Lord 
grcat Prior with a companie on the leftfide, and 
the foreſaid Lord Baron Bironwith another com- 
panic onthe rightfide, and hauing with him the 
xc{idue of horſemen that were gathercdtogether, 
and the foreſaid companies that were come out of 
Picardie, he followed on the vitorie,hauing in his 
companic my Lords the Princes of Contie and of 
Montpenſer, the Conte $. Paule, and my foreſaid 
Lords the Marſhals of .Aumeont and of Trimonille, 
with infinite other Lords, Captaincs and Gentle- 
men of the ſaid Arnie,leauing Marſhall Biron with 
a great companie matching on 
It the battell wasnot greatlie honorablcto thoſe 
of the League, their retiring was lefic honorable, 
for it was without order,not having in itanything 
worthic the marking, ſauing that teare ſeemed ro 
make them at their wits end, and whereas they 
ſhould haue marched toward the Kings power, 
they were ſcene running away from it. The ſaid 
retyring was in two parts: the Duke of Nemours, 
Baſſompiere, the Vicount of Tananne,Reſne and Cer- 
taine other tooke to Charryes, the Duke of Mayne 
and a great ſort of other tooke the way to 7 urie, 
thinking to paſſe that rtucr. And they had thought 
to haue carried alſo away their Ordinance, bur that 
was not ſo ſpeedilic to bee remooued, wherefore 
they weredriuentoleaucit behind,asalſothey did 
all their baggage. 
The k1ogs ſtaying to pards the Switzers,gaue the 
enemy greataduantage in _ flying: ſo Carwke 
2 his 
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his Maieſtie tame at uyte, he found that the Duke 
of Mayne was paſſedalittle before,and had broken 
the bridge after him, which cauſed the death and 
deſtruftion of agreat manie of his men, eſpeciallic 
of the Reiſters, a grear ſort of which were drow- 
ned,ſome fearing to haue beentaken by thoſe thar 
followed them in the chaſe, were glad to killtheir 
horſes for to helpe ſtop vp the .paſſages in the 
ſtreates. The bridge of Y urie being thus broken, 
and thepaſlage there ouer the bridge being dange- 
rous, his Maicſtic wasaduiſed to goand paſle ouer 
the Riuer by aplace called .Anner, which isa great 
deale the better way, and was athree miles about: 

etas hee wenthe found che wayes full of ſuch as 
ke could not,by reaſon ottheir haſte, be ſo 
well aduifed of their way , as thoſe on the Kinges 


ſide, which-then did all things with diſcretion. 


Thoſe that thoughtto haue eſcaped in the woods, 
fell-;nto the handes of the country people, who v- 
{ed them more, cruelly than the:ſouldiers woulde 
bauedone.. His Maieſtic purſued chem ynto the 
Townot Manteſo hotly, tharnonc of themturned 
tace backe once to ſee who folowed him : and had 
the Towneſmen ſtood vnto their firſt reſolution, 
which was,not to hauc opened the gates,there had 
not beenelefta man but he had beenc either flaine 
or taken . Inthe endethey being ouertome by the 
prayers and intreaties of the faide Duke of Mayne, 


yeelded to let him in, vpon conditionthat his rett- 
nue ſhould paſle by teh and renthatnight ouer the 
bridge,ifthey would regard their ſafetic . His Ma; 
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ieſtic vnderfſtanding hereof, went and tookevp his 
lodging ar Reſay,a two mule from Mante aforefaid, 
as meanly provided forthat night as were the ene» 
mics. 

A man 'may rightely ſay, that this diſcomfi. 
ture was ſuch ashad nor lightly beene ſeene , for 
there was nota man on the kingsfideof any ac- 
count but woon honor, and on the other fide th; 
all went away with ſhame and lofle . All the foot- 
men were cut off (auing thoſe that yeelded, and of 
them buta fewe ſaucd . Of their horſemen were 
ſlaine and drowned aboue fitteene hundred , and 
fourc hundred taken priſoners. 

Amongelt thoſe that wereſlaine were knowne 
for principall,the Conte Zgmond knight of the or- 
derot the Fleece, Colonell of the companies that 
the Prince of Parma (ent:the yoong Earle of Brunſ: 
wicke, the Lord of Chaſtaigneray , and many other, 
whole names are not knowen. Otpriſoners were 
taken the Earlc of A uſtfriſt, of the houſe of Auſt. 
friſt, which was withthe Reitters, and many lords 
ſtrangers,as well Spaniards, Flemings,and Italians,as 
F oachs Lords of Boifdauphin Sigovgne, who 
bare the white Cornet of the (aid Duke of Mayne: 
Meſdauid, Fontaine, Maytell, Lochant, Locun, Hupnef. 
ſan,Falaudre; the maiſters of the field, Temſay, Ca- 
ſtelliere Deſcuneux and infiniteother . There were 
abouc twenty Coruets of horſemen ſtayed 
which were their white Corner;the grear ſtandard 
of the generall of the Spaniards and Flemings, and 
the Colonels Corners of the Reifters;aboucthree- 
D 3 {core 
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ſcorc.cn{ignes of fooremen, as well French and Fle- 

ings aslanſquienets, beſides foure and twenty en- 
fignes of Switzers that yeelded themſclues. 

Ofhis Maieſties army wereſlaine the Lordsof 
Clermont, of Antragnes one of the Captaines of his 
Maicſties gardes, who deceaſed neare to the kings 

ſon,the Lord Tif Chombere, who hauing aforc- 
Faand commaunded and gouernedgreat charges of 
men himſelte, was now content toſerue asa com- 
mon ſouldiburin his Maieſties Corner, rhe Lords 
of Longaulnay of Normautlic , beeing of three {core 
and ten yearcs of age, of Crenay who was Cornet 
to Monſicur ontpenſier , of Viewmne who was licu- 
tenant tothe Lord of Benuron, which had that day 
a Cornet becauſc his enſigne- was not there , of 
Mamnneille Vallois, Feiquicrs,and a twenty other gen- 
tlemen atthe moſt. There were hurt, the lord Mar- 
ques of Neſte, who albeit hee was Captaine ouer a 
company of ſouldiours, yet he would needes fight 
in the force ranke of the light horſemen, the Earle 
of Choiſy, who had bernie agoodcompanic with 
him, the Lords of ©, the Earle of Lude , Montloner, 
Lavergne,Roſny, and it may be a twentic other Gen- 
tlemen,moſt of which were not greatly hurt, nor 
had notany danger of death in them. 

The Nobillitic of Fraunce hath ſhewed it ſclfe 
hereby moſt apparantly o—_ at all degenerate 
or {waruing from the ſteppes of their anceſtours : 
bur alwayes moſtaffeftionate rowardes their king 
and lawful Prince,ſothat it may cuidently appeare 

ifany rebellionbe, it muſt needes ſpring from _ 
OlIt- 
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off come and race ofraſcall people, ſtirred vp by 
the factions anddritts of ſtrangers, not ſo nk by 
feare as by ambition. It cuer any ſubietsdid make 
their Prince beholding vntothem, ir may now be 
Aid, that the king is much bounden and beholden 
ynto his Nobiline, who came ſo voluntarily ynto 
his aide , withoutpay, withour furniture, and al- 
moſt withont any warningatall, and have doone 
him ſo greata ſignall ſeruice . The King hath alſo 
made all his Nobilitie much beholding vnto him, 
to haue giuenthem lo greatan occaſion tro emploie 
themſelues, and to.maketriall of their fidelirie and 
valour, raiſing the honor and reputation of al their 
aunceſtors outof the duſt . But cuery man did am- 
ply teſtify their gratefulneſſe one to an other; firſt, 
the king vnto bis ſubiefts, in giuing them honors 
and preferrements according to their deſerts; and 
thenthe ſubieQs, in ſhewing the atfeCtion that they 
beare naturally vnto his Maieſtic. 

In this combat twoor three thinges haue fallen 
out ſo extraordinary and miraculous , that they 
may ſceme to beverily wrought by the fingerof 
God. Thcfirſt is,thatthis Prince hath always had 
ſo firmea reſolutionto giue his enemies a batrel by 
all meanes poſsible, with firme confidence, that the 
held and vitoric ſhould be his, and that no human 
reaſon or pollicy might difluade himthe contrary: 
albcita man in other affaircs very traftable , and - 
one that reterreth himſelte , and hearkeneth very 
much to the ſage aduiſcand counſelof others. The 
other was that inthe place where the battell was 
giucn, 
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giuen ,/and cuen at the inſtant when the fight be- 
gan, it ſcemed that menas thicke as hoppes care 
tromall partstodochim ſeruiceyery well-armed 
atall points. For overnight, and the day of 
barcell,arriued more chan ſixe horſes : yet 
he was rciolued withoutthemchereto fight it out: 
andthe third is, that rwothoufand French Gentle- 
men-(whereot ncucr more than twelue hundreth 
fought) ouerthreweand diſordered a wholearmy 
of foure thouſand horſe , and twelue thouſand 
foote,their horſemen freſh ſoldicrs,braucly moun- 
ted, and. well armed atall points. +. -*+ 

But the wrongfull cauſe they tooke in hand to 
defend,may be onely their excuſe; for otherwiſc 
they can by no meanes diminiſh and empaire the 
glory of the conquerours,, but by confeſsing that 
they were firſt ouerthrowne by theirowne conſci- 
ences before they came cuerto the field to cotabar, 
whither they came like criminall perſons condem- 
nedto dic, who by gultineſſe of conſcience goe,as 
it were, halfe dead to the place of execution. For 
the very conceit and apprehenſion of puniſhment, 
is noleſlepainefull than the painc it (elfe, and moſt 
ccrtainc it is,that he that ſeeks pains, ſuffrethpaine : 
and he that deſemuethit,ſeeketh it. France is in this 
beholding tothem to thanke them that they are the 
cauſe, that ſtrangers whoncuer in thirric yeres be- 
foredrewe their ſwordesayainſt the Nobiliticof 
Fraxce,may nowe ccttifie their Princes for tructh, 
thatthe yery children ſtrikeas well as the fathers: 
gad from henceforth they may content themſclues 
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tolige quicrat home, rather than to come todie 
here with diſhonour, and to want chriſtian buriall. 
' TheFrench that reſt ofthis oucrthrowe, hauc yer 
this comfort,that it is fallen outto them for the belt 
to be ouercome: for nowethey may with cuident 
reaſon and perſuaſion , yoide of all lightneſſe and 
raſhneſle,reſolue ro withdraw themſclues from the 
wicked counſels and praftizes which they had ta- 
kenin hand before . The people acknowledging 
that che drifts of their Captainesare fortheir owne 

iar commoditie, and not for the matter they 
pretend and cloake . The Capraines hauing made 
expericnce,thathonoursandenuies of people may 
be held iuſt ofoneaccount, & that as a man ſhould 
not affli&t himſclfe for the one,ſo he ſhould not ad- 
uvance himſclfe roo much bythe other. Infine,that 
it is not with walls, but with men that warre muſt 
be made: beſides that,they feele already what they 
hauc loſt,and that betore they recouer it;they muſt 
feele ſome ſmart in open field, and it will bealong 
while before it cometothatpaſle. 

Bur the greateſt mottuethatthey ought to hauc 
to makerthem reſolue to take this fruit of their cuil 
lucke is,the clemcncy and mercifulnes ofthe king, 
who hath in him no choller orgall inwardly bid. 
den, who breatheth nothing but bounty and all 
{weetnes and mercy,who ſparethto ſpill the blood 
of his pa more than his owne: that they may 
confeſle that he hath in him all the good partes and 
qualities of amighty and great King , & of agreat 
and puiſſant Capraine:and that God,who hath ex- 
: ET erciſed 
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erciſed 8 preſerued him inſo many extraordinary 
dangers of war & combats, hath vndoutedly refer. 
ued himfor ſome great matter extraordinary : cer- 
tainly to be ſom Hercules to ſaue and deliuer vs tro 
al dangers: to bean Alexander to ynknit the knots 
of all leagued conſpiracies, intricate complots,and 
confederat practiſes, wrapped,lincked, and taſtned 
together. It they lookea farre off, they ſhall ſee 8 
confeſſe, that all their enterpriſes bended againſt 
him from timeto time, hauec (erued to none other 
purpoſe, buttofortific him, and make him ſtill 
greater: So mightthis rebellion ſpeede, the longer 
it laſteth, ſuch fucceſle might ir haue,and no better, 
Bur itis greatlyto be feared, that this greatclemen- 
cy, that his good nature doth offer now to his dil- 
obedient ſubicCts, if it now be negleQed and refu- 
ſcdof them, inthe ende doe not turne into a rigo- 
rous execution of juſtice (as the winc, the ſweeter 
itische more ſooner it doth make the yineger.)Let 
them looke and take heede to this, if they be well 
aduiſed. 

The caſieſt and gaineſt way for reconcilement 
is by repentance, the greateſt crimcs make the beſt 
lawes: as they haue cauſe of euill, ſo muſt 
they bee of good, and ſo may they alſo bee,and in 
ſuch ſort, thatthe fruite that ſhall come thereof, 
ſhall extioguiſh quite the remembrance of all our 
miſchicfes paſſed and gone.Godalſo himſclfe doth 
give vs ſoto ynderſtand molt manifelilie, helping 
the infirmitie of our iudgemet,by miracles wought 
on carth,and ſignes ſheyred from heauen, as he did 

in 
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in the time when the faith was in his firſt age: 
Itreſterh now that God giue ys his grace, to c6- 
rchend all chings aright, and that we knowe alſo 
how to vic well the bountie and clemencic of our 
king,as he knoweth howro vſe his vitorie,wher- 
of,it cannor bee truelic {aid that the iſſue and efftet 
hath ſo much pleaſed him, as the cauſe doth dif- 
pleaſe him. Thoſe of the townes of Mante and Ver- 
nou where are two of the chicteſt bridges ouer the 
riucr of Seyve, who yeclded themſclues firſt ynto 
his clemencic,ſhalbe good witneſſes whether their 
eſtate and condition bee pared orbettered. GOD 
graunt that the reſt may tollow this good example, 
and that the reunion ynto the obedience of his 
Maieſtic may be as readie, as the meanes of reuol- 
ting and ſeparation haue been ſwift and violent: 
thar yet we may keep this age from being remark- 
able to the poſteritic, as it hath binthreatned here- 
tofore by this of parricides and murtherers of their 
countrie. | |

Angrolathe Legate and Monſicur de Ville-Roy, 
rwo collegues & chief Agents of the League, 
ſeeing their affairesto haue ill ſucceſſe, came 
« incontinemlic after the vitorieto buſie the King a 
litle,if by any meanes they might,making as much 
ſpeede as they might inthe mcane time fo to torti- 
Ge their partic,that withoutayde from Spaine they

T he true diſcourſe of the viftorie 
mightat their owne deuotion andgreater aduan. 
,make truce and peace when they liſted. 

Ir is furmifed that Ville-Roy doth promiſe to 
ſauegard his owne houſes. Pont«iſe had thereof in- 
relligence. Monſicur de Pleſsis came to a partie with 
him, handled him veric roughlic, and fet him be- 
neath himat dinner.He offercth to tuſtific himſelf, 
but Monſieur Beau-lieu (who is his ſworne cne- 
mie) oppoſeth himſeltro his reaſons,and condem- 
neth his. faire promiſes by his praQuſes with his 
old maſter,ſo that it is looked ſtill when execution 
and iuſticeſhall bedone according tothe Kings E- 
dict. 

The Legate comming to parlie with Monſieur 
the Marſhall of -Biron, after manie (alutarions and 
bleſsings , wondered verie much that ſo'great a 
troupe of Catholikes could tfollowe an hercticall 
King. VW hereunto Monſieur the Marſhall made 
anſwere,that itnothing behoued themto Jooke (0 
ncere intothat matter,that he held him forthe true 
hcireof the Crowne of France, that he had main- 
tained their lawes ynuiolarte, that he bad for cue- 
miesnone bur ſtrangers thruſt forwards by ambi- 
tion, who yader ſhew and pretext of religion, went 
aboutto ouerthraweall good lawes,and to giue an 
carrancetothe Spaniſh King, and to ſet opejithe 
doorctoall Arheiſme. W hcreupon he ptoteſted, 
that his maſter was free from mcdhing in any of all 
thoſe enterpriſes: but the whole ſtorie hath been {o 
wel auerred,'and vowed by althe attions and parts 
paitof his ambaſſage,and by his canuerſation with 

Don 
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Don Bertiardin Mendoza , thar he could denic no- 
thing. Thereupon he demanded the Marſhall how 
they being by proteſsion Catholikes,made fo light 
accompt of his Holines purpoſes, & carried armes 
againſt other their Catholike brethren.” To that he 
an{wered,that herinhe was of the Venerians minds: 
that they had a iult cauſe ro detend, and 10 ſodoo- 
ing, itſhould bee yeric good forthe Pope to looke 
ſomewhat neererto his owne eſtate, that if he en- 
croched too much on them,cthey could excommu- 
nicate him quicklicz that. there were'diners Pre- 
lares'in France as good Catholiks as the Popa, wha 
would be very gladto be made Patriarches in their 
ſcuerall Prouinces,and ſhould finde holy Scripture 
for the confirmation.qt their authorutie, Vponthis 
point theydiſputeda little, but Pargrola could not 
anſwere. In fine, he defired verie much to. have a 
good peace concluded, and that the conuerſion of 
the King might bee ſought, withing that be might 
bee employed thereab 2ut : and fo they departedar 
that time without doing any good one with ano- 
ther.

Bellieure came to finde the King, and was veric 
well receiued; in the end the King rold him, that 
he thought in his conſcience, that he was an ho- 
neſt man beforethe Queene Mother had got him 
to her'ſide, and the company of Ville-Roy had ſpoy- 
led him': Brallardalſo.cameto the king , and was 
received with much fauour, and Uiuers others of 
Paris that pleaded their owne innocencic.

The Duke of Langvexille and Monlicur de 71n- 
reville are arined with the Reifters, and are in num- 
ber more than cight thouſand men,, farhat the K. 
isroo ſtrong for the enemy , and alſo (utficicntlic 
fortificd for all their enterpriles. 

Itis certaine, thatall matters arcdriuen to this 
iffue, thatif the Duke of Maine doe not fight with 
vs ſpeedily, allthe authoritic of the league is rai- 
ned; for it muſt needes be, that Paris yeclde for 
fearc of famine, the paſſages rounde about becing 
ſciſed, orelſe it mult be relecued, for it ſhall tande 
them ſomewhat ypon, being conſtraincd therevn- 
to by neceſs1tic .

| wards,& Prouoſts, or to their Lieutenants, 
Generals,and Counſellers,to the firſt Porter of onr 
Count of Patliament,or toany other of our Serge- 
ants ſendeth greeting © That whereas our Prodiot 
penerall hath made declaration to our Courr, that 
diucrſe rebells and other thecues, enemies of the 
peaccable eſtate of the common weale, do runne 
ouer countries, tikeprifoners and commit diucrſc 
robberies and pillages on ourpoore licge ſubics, 
and doo carry them away with them priſoners in- 
tothe Townes and places detayned by the ſaide re- 
bells, and arcalſo for the ſame cauſe favoured by 
diuers Gentlemen, who giue them aduiſe, and are 
ptiuy totheir dealings , and dootake and receiue
